HOMELESS JESUS 

Basilica statue keeps prompting 911 calls 



BASILICA OF ST. MARY 


L ast spring, Johan Van Parys, 
the director of liturgy and 
sacred arts at Minneapolis’ 
Basilica of St. Mary, saw an 
ambulance pull up on Henne¬ 
pin Avenue in front of his church. Medics 
hopped out and surrounded a thin figure 
draped in a blanket on a nearby bench. He 
was not alarmed. 

The figure is not a person at all, but a 
statue. The ‘'Homeless Jesus” sculpture 
has been stationed outside the basilica 
since 2017. It depicts a man lying on a 
bench with his face shrouded, huddling 
to keep warm. The only way you can tell 
it’s Jesus at all is by the twin piercings 
in its feet. 

It’s actually one of many identical sculp- 
tures stationed in cities all over the 
world. Ever 5 rwhere it goes, 911 calls from 
residents follow. 

That’s the point. Van Parys says. Cana¬ 
dian sculptor Timothy Schmalz wanted to 
make a “visual representation” of Matthew 


25: “Truly I tell you, whatever you did 
for one of the least of these brothers and 
sisters of mine, you did for me.” 

“It’s striking and a little bit shocking. 
It makes people think,” Van Parys says. 
“The fact that it’s very realistic pushes 
us to face the reality of the problem 
we still face.” 

He’s seen people tuck the hooded 
Jesus in warm blankets, or leave flow¬ 
ers, or sit next to him and lay a hand on 
his wounded feet. Others say it makes 
them uncomfortable, and call it a waste 
of money that could have been used to 
help real homeless people. 

The church does help real homeless 
people. Van Parys says, but it also sets 
aside money with the intent to “change 
hearts and minds.” If the statue makes 
you feel a certain way, he says, it could 
be that “you, too, are called to make 
a difference.” 

The message tends to cut even a little 
deeper with Minnesota facing a hous¬ 


ing crisis and some of the most visible 
reminders of mass homelessness in recent 
memory. Van Parys asks people to remem¬ 
ber in these brutally cold days that there 
are real people living outside, desperate 
for warmth. 

The most important opinions on the 
statue came from the homeless popula¬ 


tion, Van Parys says. He made sure to hold 
a meeting with them before the figure 
was installed. 

“Their reaction was really quite posi¬ 
tive,” he says. Some were “really honored” 
to see Jesus depicted as a person like 
them—a person on the margins, without a 
place to stay for the night, -hannah jones

T his “noble profession,” 
as cops like to call it, is 
not for everyone. It asks 
that you bear witness to 
humanity at its worst, 
enduring a carnage and 
cruelty incumbent in no other job. 

For Anthony Hines, that became clear 
on a cold Minneapolis night, when his 
squad was the first to respond to an acci¬ 
dent. Someone blew a red light, rammed 
another car, then fled into the dark. Left 
behind were two small children, dead in 
their car seats. 

For Dan Hatten, it was the day his 
training officer went to a JCPenney on 
a routine shoplifting call. Suspect Phillip 
Cole decided murder was an acceptable 
price to pay for eluding a misdemeanor 
theft pinch. He pulled a gun and shot offi¬ 
cer Mike Hogan point-blank in the head. 

“There was some serious reflection on 
how difficult this job was, and whether 
it was worth it,” says Hatten. 

For Wade Lamirande, it would come on 
his third day of work. A woman flagged 
down his squad to report a driver harassing 
others. Lamirande and his partner pulled 
the man over. “The guy was suffering from 
mental issues,” he says. 

During the stop, the man reached into 
his car for a gun. The officers subdued him 
before he could fire. Afterward, Lamirande 
considered how something as simple as 
his uniform nearly led to his murder. “I 
just thought to myself. This guy has no 
idea who I am,’ but either he wanted to 
shoot us, or wanted us to shoot him.” 

There is no salve for any of this. The 
job asks that you carry on, never lose your 
cool, be unerring in your split-second 
judgments. Nearly every move you make 
will be recorded by body cam, surveillance 
footage, or a bystander’s phone. Make 
a mistake, and assumptions of human 
fallibility accorded to other jobs will not 
likely be a courtesy extended to you. Each

day offers another chance to lose your 
income, your freedom, your life with one 
unexpected move. 

“We see a lot of tragedy, and it’s hard 
and it builds up and it gets in your head,” 


says Mary Nash, a deputy chief with the 
St. Paul Police Department. But you keep 
it to yourself. “You don’t come home and 
talk about those things because it has a 
shock and awe value on your family.” 


Nash recalls the day two friends were 
slain. Officer Ron Ryan Jr. was check¬ 
ing on a man asleep in the parking lot 
of a Da 5 Ton’s Bluff church. Guy Harvey 
Baker was wanted in Iowa for violating 
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probation. So he gunned Ryan down. 

Despite having the day off, officer Tim 
Jones joined the hunt. Three hours later, 
Baker was hiding in a fishing shack as 
Jones approached with a K-9. Both cop 
and dog were shot and killed. 

‘That was the end of our innocence,” 
says Nash. “It shook us. We knew we 
weren’t invincible anymore.” 

No, this job is not for everyone. 

NOBILITY IN RETREAT 


T he word “crisis” is being ban¬ 
died about in cop world these 
days. Minnesota is suffering a 
statewide officer shortage, and 
no one seems quite sure of the remedy. 

When Minneapolis Lt. Bob Kroll entered 
the noble profession 30 years ago, it wasn’t 
uncommon to see 1,000 applicants take 
the entrance exam. Today, that number 
hews closer to 200. 

In St. Paul, the number of applicants 
has fallen by 50 percent in just the past 
decade. Some departments in the Min¬ 
nesota countryside are witnessing dives 
of 75 percent. 

If nobility is still to be had, not everyone 
can see it. 

The natural whittling process further 
carves the pool, as candidates depart due 
to failed background checks, pregnancy, 
or landing more immediate work. By the 
time it’s over, “all these departments are 
fighting for these students,” says Lami- 
rande, former chief of the Cloquet Police 
Department who now runs the Fond du

Lac Tribal and Community College law 
enforcement program. “We’re at the first 
time ever that we’re at 100 percent place¬ 
ment.” 

Much of the problem is self-inflicted. 
Cops describe countless good deeds 
in their daily routine—helping women 
flee violent relationships, rescuing kids 
from unloving homes. But these acts are 
instantly erased by a single bad shooting or 
violent arrest, the footage roaring across 
TV screens and Facebook feeds, sowing 
distrust and disdain with the power of a 
multimillion-dollar ad campaign. 

Since most people rarely interact with 
police, this is their lasting impression. 

Then come the damning stats: The 
disproportionate number of black men 
felled in police encounters, the ugly black- 
white ratios for traffic stops and minor 
busts for things like weed. 

“At times we do averybadjob in teaching 
our officers how to interact with commu¬ 
nities of color,” concedes John Lozoya, 
a senior commander with the St. Paul 
Police Department. 

To the young, the new to this country, 
and people of color, the police often seem 
less helpful servant than occupying army. 

“Anytime there’s anything negative that 
happens in law enforcement, they don’t see 
the color of the uniform,” says Sgt. Suwana 
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Kirkland of the Ramsey County Sheriff’s 
office. “They see law enforcement as a 
whole. If one person does something in 
one part of the state, that affects everyone 
in law enforcement.” 

Herein lies the rub. There are nearly 
10,000 cops in Minnesota. Only the tiniest 
fraction is involved in cases of high-profile 
violence. And if police can be accused of 
profiling, so can their critics, who tend 
to paint all 10,000 with a one-size-fits-all 
malignance. Few occupations make for a 
more convenient punching bag. 

Nor has the body politic done them 
any favors. 

Over the past 20 years, Minneapolis’ 
population has grown by 60,000, though 
there are 30 fewer officers to serve them, 
says Kroll. Throw in an expanded work¬ 
force arriving from the suburbs and a night¬ 
life scene brimming like never before, and 
police are stretched as thin as they’ve ever 
been, leaving scant time for the personal 
interaction between cop and community 
that leads both to believe they play for 
the same team. 

‘When I was younger, you always saw an 
officer in the neighborhood,” says Anthony 
Hines, the Minnesota chapter president of 
the Black Police Officers Association, and a 
former Minneapolis cop who’s now a captain 
with Metro Transit. “That closeness to the 
community has dissolved over the years.” 

Meanwhile, mental crisis calls in 
places like Bloomington have dou¬ 
bled. Yet cops, like teachers, are left 
to deal with the wreckage of bro¬ 
ken families, poverty, and addiction. 
They’re expected to bring cures to what 
the rest of society cannot. 

“Can you imagine never losing your 
temper or never making a mistake?” asks 
Lamirande. “And almost everything in 
your day is recorded?” 

So it’s no wonder calls to the noble pro¬ 
fession are going unheeded. It requires

working nights, weekends, and holidays. 
Make the wrong instantaneous call, and 
video of your error will be played and 
replayed for a statewide audience, cri¬ 
tiqued by keyboard pundits certain they 
would have done better. 

You may be taunted at arrest scenes. 
Called a racist in the newspaper. Mean¬ 
while, you’ll get little credit for facing the 
ever-present danger your critics would 
never dare to confront. 

“I remember going up staircases when 
someone was suicidal with a rifle,” says 
Lamirande. “And the stairs are creaking 
and there’s no place for cover. And I’m 
thinking. Why am I doing this?”’ 

THE ENEMY COMES COURTING 


T his can be a solid job, financially 
speaking. The starting wage 
for a Minneapolis patrolman 
is $65,000, rising to $94,000 at 
the top of the scale—even higher if you 
move up the ranks. 

The job also comes with union health 
care and that most blessed of forgotten 
treasures—a pension—allowing you to 
retire in your 50s. 

You’re among the few workers shielded 
from predatory capitalism. You will never 
be whacked to pump third-quarter earn¬ 
ings. Your job will not be shipped to Hanoi. 

For generations, this security was 
enough to fill the ranks, fed by military 
and police families who valued a durable 
livelihood. Officers tended to be white 
and male, more conservative than most. 
They bred early, worked second jobs, 
and gobbled overtime to pay for Catho- 
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lie school. They were the quintessential 
family men of old. 

Yet Minnesota changed. The police 
did not. 

In the Twin Cities, liberals began to 
see them as boorish and prone to thug¬ 
gery. Black residents’ fear of the cops 
grew more pronounced with each viral 
video. To immigrants who fled barbarity, 
the uniform had always spelled danger, 
an instinct not easily dismantled. 

Who wants a job where you’re reflex- 
ively seen as the enemy? 

Police were caught flat-footed. They’d 
long enjoyed a river of applicants, and did 


But St. Paul foresees a different kind 
of police department, one where brains 
and heart are more prized than brawn, 
since you’re far more likely to encounter 
a mental health emergency than bank 
robbers with guns drawn. 

In reality, says Senior Commander John 
Lozoya, the job is 'TO percent warrior 
mentality, 90 percent making it safer.” 

That’s led female officers in the east 
metro to recruit in traditionally unex¬ 
pected places. "We’re out in the beauty 
salons. We’re at the playgrounds and in the 
gyms,” says Kirkland, vice president of the 
state’s Black Police Officers Association.

little to change as it turned to a creek. "I 
don’t think law enforcement has done a 
very good job of advertising itself, if you 
look at the recruiting the U.S military 
has done,” says Dan Hatten, chief of the 
Hutchinson Police Department. 

The shortage even stretched to small¬ 
town Minnesota. In Hutchinson, a town 
of 13,895 on the western plains, people 
still admire their cops. "When some of 
the media was at its worst about negative 
stories about police officers, this com¬ 
munity rallied,” says Hatten. 

Residents offer atta-boys at stores, 
send food to police headquarters. "I just 
can’t imagine how the relationship can 
get better.” 

Still, Hatten’s officers keep leaving. In 
this new buyer’s market, cops depart for 
bigger towns with better amenities, heavier 
workloads, more challenging cases. It’s 
not about the money, says Hatten. "I have 
yet to have any of my officers leaving say, 
'Chief, I just need more pay’ But we know 
we can’t begin to compete with these large 
communities.” 

So Minnesota is hoping to replenish 
the ranks. Nowhere is that more evident 
than in St. Paul. 

This is Minnesota’s most diverse city. 
Ethnic minorities make up nearly 60 per¬ 
cent of the population, some 20 points 
above Minneapolis. One in every five resi¬ 
dents is foreign-born. So St. Paul has set 
out to build a force that better reflects 
its citizenry, courting people who rarely 
considered life in law enforcement. 

For Deputy Chief Mary Nash, it means 
recruiting women, who now compose 
just 11 percent of the roster. That requires 
breaking through a fear that "I might think 
I’m too small, or might not want to go 
into that hot call,” says Nash. "You’re not 
big enough. You’re not strong enough.” 


Yet if women remain a tough sell, people 
of color are even more so. After the recent 
retirement of Sgt. Valarie Namen, St. Paul 
doesn’t have a single black woman on the 
force. 

Even the most promising black recruit 
can encounter polar forces, says Lami- 
rande. On one side is a stable, fulfilling 
career. On the other may be husbands 
and wives, boyfriends and girlfriends 
unfurling cautionary flags about joining 
the enemy. 

"Especially people of color, they’re just 
really reluctant to make that jump,” he 
says. "I’ve had black students feel as if 
they’re almost going against their race. 
They’ll get called out, 'How can you go 
against your race?”’ 

Lozoya knows that jump well. He grew 
up in Denver in a family of migrant work¬ 
ers. His only interaction with police came 
when "they were coming to arrest my 
uncle or something.” 

He traveled the Midwest from a young 
age, hoeing beets and picking tomatoes. 
Rural sheriffs would show up at migrant 
camps, warning them not to stay in town 
past 5 p.m. 

"I really didn’t have good experiences 
with law enforcement.” 

That would change at age 14. In a 
moment of adolescent stupidity, he drilled 
a Denver cop in the face with a snowball. 

"That officer stayed in contact with me 
’til I graduated from high school,” Lozoya 
says. "He would always come around to 
the neighborhood, attended some of my 
high school activities. He changed my 
view of law enforcement.” 

These days, Lozoya’s an apostle of 
similar stripe. He oversees St. Paul’s 
Career Path Academy, which seeks to 
bridge the divide between police and 
people of color.

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It’s not just lingering animus that sepa¬ 
rates the two. To become a cop in Min¬ 
nesota means getting a two-year degree 
that can run up to $8,000. Then comes 
the skills program, which offers training 
in handcuffing techniques, driving, use 
of force and the like. It, too, can cost up 
to $8,000. 

To the broke, such debt can seem an 
unscalable peak—especially if you’re 
already floundering to fund basics like 
rent, transport, and day care. 

So St. Paul got a grant from Ameri- 
Corps, a federal agency built to foster civic 
engagement. In exchange for a load of 
public service, students get schooling at 
Century College, plus help with housing 
and insurance. 

“We had to address all those barriers 
for folks in poverty so the student, all they 
did is have to go to school,” says Lozoya. 
“This career takes you out of poverty.” 

The first class had 190 applicants. They 
would eventually be whittled to just 25. 
Some found other jobs. Some struggled 
with college. Some couldn’t see the luster 
in cop life. 

Though Lozoya hoped that number 
would be higher, it’s not easy to join the 
ranks, nor should it be. Asked to sell his 
career, the commander refuses. 

“I can’t sell you on the job. It’s a calling. 
I have to see what your character is first. 
We’re looking for people who volunteer, 
looking at what you do for your commu¬ 
nity, how you treat your family. We should 
not hire good police officers. We should 
hire good people and train them to be 
police officers.” 

St. Paul is now in its fourth class. It will 
keep looking. 

TENDERNESS ON THE JOB 


D espite all the controversy and 
criticism, this remains work 
of uncommon reward. 

For Suwana Kirkland, it 
comes in those small moments of tender¬ 
ness, like the time a mother was taken to 
the Ramsey County Jail, young children in 
tow. As they waited for relatives to show, 
officers fetched the kids McDonald’s. A 
hardened day broke with an intrusion of 
joy. “They were laughing and smiling and 
having lunch together.” 

For Dan Hatten, the treasures are “too 
many to count. It’s the small little things 
where you’re just able to provide some 
assistance or service.” 

He used to be an accident investigator, 
charged with informing families of death. 
Most cops find this a soul-blistering duty. 
Not Hatten. “There was some satisfaction 
helping them reach some conclusion in 
their most desperate times.” 

Mary Nash’s fondest moment came at 
a restaurant. Months earlier, she’d aided a 
woman during a domestic call. The woman 
approached her table, telling Nash she’d 


freed herself from an abusive relation¬ 
ship. ‘Tou helped me, and my life changed 
because of that,” she said. 

Lozoya’s tale is much the same. A 
young mother was being beaten by her 
husband. He got her out of the home 
and into a shelter, where her husband 
couldn’t find her. 

“It reminded me of my own situation,” 
he says. “When I was young, I couldn’t 
help my mom. I couldn’t do an 5 Thing.” 

Kroll firmly believes most people back 
the police, “but they’re not the ones who 
get the microphone.” 

Yet even “some of our biggest naysayers 
could be converted if they went through 


these shoot-don’t shoot scenarios.” To 
viscerally experience that split-second 
call means standing in the shoes of your 
nemesis, without the benefit of instant 
replay. 

In the meantime, the cops soldier on, 
hoping to create Law Enforcement 2.0: 
The Kinder, Gentler Edition. 

For Wade Lamirande, that means con¬ 
tinuing to weed out the meatheads. “I 
tell them right out: If you’re here to exert 
your will, and want to have power and 
authority over people, you’re not going 
to do well.” 

For Anthony Hines, it means changing 
the vibe of old. “We need to let people 


know we have a culture of acceptance, 
let them know they’re coming into an 
inclusive culture.” 

For Mary Nash, it means every call is a 
chance to burnish a department’s reputa¬ 
tion, to turn foe to friend. “A good portion 
of what we do is helping people in the crisis 
of the moment, whether it’s a domestic 
or a burglary or some sort of shooting in 
their neighborhood. 

“We are coming into people’s lives in 
a crisis and bringing some calm to the 
chaos. It may be the only time in their 
lives that they have with law enforcement, 
and they’ll remember that for the rest of 
their lives.” 03

small restaurant can bring out 
the best in a kitchen: a clear 
focus, a menu that bursts 
with the creativity of space 
constraints. 

But a wee dining room can bring out the 
worst in us: The harder it is to get seated, 
the harder it is to maintain the placid mask 
of Minnesota Nice. Nabbing a table gives 
us the same rush as if we’d surged ahead 
in a race for a parking space or shoved our 
way into a departing elevator and watched 
the doors shut on the stragglers behind 
us. No need to be so cutthroat about it; a 
little planning separates our better and 
worse selves. Click a few buttons, reserve 
a couple weeks in advance, and claim a 
spot at Hyacinth, the 40-seat sliver of a 
restaurant on Grand Avenue in St. Paul. 

Hyacinth’s size does give it the air of 
rarity. Aside from the banquette seating 
that lines the eastern wall, there are only 
a handful of tables and eight unreserved 
bar seats to choose from. Conversation that 
doesn’t build to a yelling match is an easy 
proposition in a small space such as this; 
low but sufficient lighting and unfussy 
decor make it ideal for a date. 

Servers are affable and available (and 
paid a living wage; no gratuity line here). 
Of course, with a limited number of chairs, 
you’re subject to the dining whims ofwho- 
ever’s seated before you, but when our 
table wasn’t ready in time for our reserva¬ 
tion, we were swiftly treated to a round 
of Cocchi Rosa aperitifs. 

Someone in our party remarked that 
the restaurant had the vibe of a Brookl 5 m 
eatery, small enough to match a New York 
footprint and vibrant enough to be a fixture 
in a bustling food scene. Fitting, since the 
brains behind Hyacinth, Paul Baker and 
Rikki Giambruno, came to us by way of 
Park Slope-Prospect Heights, where they’d 
worked together at a beloved spot called 
Franny’s. When it closed in 2017, the pair 
made their way back to their home state 
of Minnesota, determined to start anew. 

Or, start somewhat anew. Here there 
are marinated olives, fresh pastas, cros- 
tini, salumi—aside from the fact that 
Hyacinth doesn’t do pizzas, the menu is 
not a wholesale departure from Franny’s. 
And why should it be? A 15-year run in 
New York is nothing to sneeze at. We’d 
just as soon have Baker and Giambruno 
bring that tried-and-true magic back to 
us than chart a new course. 

The cooking rests comfortably in the 
category of southern Italian and Medi¬ 


terranean fare: bright, citrusy salads, 
roasted meats, seafood, and pastas. Some 
delights—like a crusty arancini with creamy 
mushroom-rice filling—are a recogniz¬ 
able enticement. Less so? The farinata, 
which few will know and all will love. 
Behind the seductive name is a chickpea 
pancake sliced into triangles with paper- 
thin lacy edges, a topping of roasted garlic 
and rosemary, and an almost soft, cheesy 
texture in the center. 

The farinata isn’t the only textural mar¬ 
vel at Hyacinth. The siringate, an Italian 
churro, has an irresistible fried sugar crust 
with a custard-like center. It’s dessert at 
dinner, but a completely respectable side 
dish at brunch. Reserve what’s left of the 
accompanying dulce de leche to spread 
on your toast. At dinner, another pleasant 
rendition of the crispy-to-creamy texture 


awaits in the squash and fontina risotto al 
salto, which is fried to a flat golden crust 
on top—firm enough even to slice and 
serve like a pie. 

Pasta, too, is cooked to a satisfying 
springy al dente, with simple flavors to 
match: cacio e pepe, pork ragu, lemon, 
parmesan, capers. The clam fusilli and 
the shrimp bucatini were both on the 
salty side, but a sumptuous, tomato-less 
pork ragu cloaked each mezze maniche 
in a peppery glaze. If you’re a pasta fiend, 
share a few half-portions ($16) around 
the table and get a sample of Hyacinth’s 
noodle mastery. 

The menu changes with the seasons 
and is structured for the traditional Ital¬ 
ian dinner: antipasti (we recommend the 
excellent roasted apple crostini), primi 
(which comprises those pastas we talked 


about), second! (including a meltingly 
tender roast duck breast with sweet quince 
and spiced parsnip), plus the contorni 
(sides), and the dole! (sweets). 

If you’re a cocktail drinker, you’ll have 
much to delve into here. On the surpris¬ 
ingly sweet end of the spectrum, find the 
smooth Quince and Pear with bourbon, 
vanilla, and allspice, and the potent Italian 
martini with sweet vermouth. The Jas¬ 
mine and Honey uses tea-infused gin to 
bring floral notes to its lemon and honey 
base, while the balanced gimlet checks 
all the boxes for a refreshing and simple 
sipper. Most compelling—in flavor and 
style—was the Midnight in Palermo, an 
inky purple concoction that gets its spice 
from a thyme-ginger syrup, its deep color 
from blackberries, and its unique verve 
from a splash of Lambrusco. 

At brunch, a whole new cast of char¬ 
acters arrives (though a few classics like 
the martini and gimlet stick around). We 
can enthusiastically recommend the Sicil¬ 
ian Sunrise, the poster child for boozy 
breakfast punch, with sweet rye, bitter 
grapefruit, tangy blood orange, herbal 
clove syrup, and spicy chili. It’s balanced, 
it’s served at breakfast time—we’re calling 
it a balanced breakfast. 

Oh, fine, you want food. Hyacinth’s 
brunch menu is a pleasing homage to the 
greatest thing since sliced bread: sliced 
bread with toppings. Five breakfast sand¬ 
wiches range from the squishy and gooey 
Flatbush sandwich of bacon, scrambled 
eggs, and American cheese on a roll, to the 
more dignified Delaney a stack of chicken 
liver, bacon, apples, and pickles on brioche. 
The only puzzling offering is the Mulberry, 
which combines eggs, robiola cheese, chili 
mayo, and pickles with several unwieldy 
hunks of fried potato, all on a soft roll. We 
love the extra crispy potatoes as a side, but 
couldn’t figure 
out how or why 
to keep them on 
the sandwich. A 
more delicate 
option is the 
frittata, which 
presents like a soft omelet topped with 
generous amounts of black truffle, fontina, 
and braised rabbit. 

Brunch is on Saturdays, not Sundays; 
lunch is not available here; and dinner 
is served Tuesday through Saturday 
only. Hyacinth knows its worth. If that 
hard-to-get appeal doesn’t make you 
wild with desire, the siringate with 
dulce de leche will. 03

n the surface, Serenity 
appears to be a typical 
neo-noir... plus tuna. And 
yet somehow it’s so much 
weirder than that sentence 
would lead you to believe. 

Matthew McConaughey plays boat 
captain Baker Dill, a man obsessed with 
a monster trophy fish he’s named Justice. 
After failing to catch his Moby Dick for 
the fourth time. Dill wanders his little 
island, drinking and carousing until a 
woman (Anne Hathaway) from his past 
shows up. She offers him $10 million to 
take her abusive husband (Jason Clarke) 
out fishing and throw him overboard. The 
proposition puts a strain on Dill’s already 
tenuous hold on reality, and the arrival 
of abesuited stranger named Reid Miller 
(Jeremy Strong) throws him completely 
off the deep end. 

Serenity is billed as a “sexy, stylized 
thriller,” but is in actuality the kind of 
movie your stoner college roommate 
would come up with after ripping a 


bong way too hard. Strange twists are 
as fundamental to the film noir genre 
as they are to burnout philosophizing, 
so while it’s usually a spoiler in and of 
itself to note a surprise turn, it should 
not come as a shock. And it’s crucial to 
note it here, because the reveal—which 
occurs so early in the movie that it’s less 
a twist and more Serenity’s central plot 
point—is such a bonkers curveball that, in 
addition to throwing us for a loop, com¬ 
pletely derails what was already a fairly 
absurd movie. 

Imagine going to a restaurant, ordering 
a cheeseburger, and then being forced to 
eat an eel the waiter brought you instead. 
That’s what it’s like seeing Serenity. The 
bizarre flip cannot be overstated. It’s a truly 
baffling move from writer-director Steven 
Knight, whose work onPeakyBlinders and 
Eastern Promises is proof enough of some 
immense talent. So why did he go in this 
direction? How did this movie get made? 

Knight may have felt like flexing his 
writing muscles a bit, mashing some ideas 
together on the page to see what would

happen—but to actually produce this thing? 
Serenity feels like some expensive joke, a 
feeling bolstered by Hathaway’s wavering 
femme fatale delivery. Strong’s over-the- 
top nerdery, and an overt McConaughey- 
ness culminating with our hero yelling 
at the clouds. At times, it feels like you’re 
supposed to laugh, and honestly, if you 
were to go into this movie and give it the 
Mystery Science Theater3000 treatment, 
you might have a phenomenal time. 

Serenity is so out of left field you 
almost have to respect it. The market¬ 
ing materials call it “daringly original,” 
and you know what? It’s hard to argue 
with that. In a sea of sequels and adapta¬ 
tions, Knight has produced something 
truly unique and memorable, even if for 
all the wrong reasons. While novelty can 
be appreciated for its own sake. Serenity 
serves as a nice reminder that originality 
doesn’t always mean quality. 03

Theatre Latte Da hits all the right notes

t’s appropriate that Theater Latte 
Da is staging A Little Night Music in 
the dead of winter, since the char¬ 
acters in this summer sexcapade 
feel about love the same way that 
Minnesotans feel about warm weather: 
desperately depressed when they don’t 
have it, sweaty and uncomfortable when 
they do. 

After last season’s bracing Assassins, 
director Peter Rothstein is taking it easy 
on his audience with his latest Stephen 
Sondheim selection. A Little Night Music 
is one of Sondheim’s breeziest and most 
accessible works, albeit with a melancholy 
undertow exemplified by the legendary 
composer’s best-known (and, perhaps, 
greatest) song, “Send in the Clowns.” 

It’s delivered in this production by Sally 
Wingert, whose presence in the leading 
role of Desiree will doubtless attract droves 
of local theater lovers to the Ritz—par¬ 
ticularly when complemented with fellow 
acclaimed veteran Mark Benninghofen, 
cast opposite Wingert as Fredrik. Roth- 
stein’s entire cast is strong, but this is 
definitely a star vehicle in the best sense. 


With Jason Hansen leading an elegant 
five-piece instrumental ensemble right in 
the middle of Joel Sass’ enchanting set, 
this is the kind of production that will 
make Theater Latte Da’s faithful patrons 
curl their toes in delight. Written in 3/4 
time, the 1973 musical still casts its hazy 
spell, a sublime melding of words and 
music that sustains a poignantly bemused 
tone from its first note to its last. 

Inspired by Ingmar Bergman’s 1955 
film Smiles ofa Summer Night, Sondheim 
and pla 5 rwright Hugh Wheeler crafted 
a deliberately pathetic farce. A lawyer 
(Benninghofen) and his young wife 
(Grace Chermak) and his lover (Wing¬ 
ert) and her lover (Rodolfo Nieto) and 
his wife (Elizabeth Hawkinson) gather 
at a bucolic estate. 

The stage seems set for slamming doors 
and collapsing trellises, but instead the 
characters decide to experiment with emo¬ 
tional vulnerability. Their servants (Britta 
Ollmann and Bradley Greenwald) laugh 
at their employers’ hang-ups as they roll 
in the grass, but even the maid’s vigorous 
song about seizing the day is laced with 
the awareness of mortality. As Fredrik’s

mother, Susan Hofflander makes the most 
of her jaded zingers. 

Rothstein’s production is a fine example 
of the work his company does, year in and 
year out, to realize detailed and heartfelt 
productions of great musicals on the inti¬ 
mate Ritz stage. The show would be worth 
seeing just for Hansen’s luminous treat¬ 
ment of Sondheim’s sophisticated score: 
The climaxes of the pol 5 rphonic ensemble 
numbers are tight and thrilling, buoyed by 
the precision andpower this music demands. 
(While this is a challenging show to cast, 
as it requires very specific vocal ranges, it 
would have been nice to see more diversity.) 

Rich Hamson’s attractive costumes nod 
to the setting in fin de siecle Sweden, but 
the production ultimately floats free of 
place and time. Wingert and Benning¬ 
hofen visibly delight in the opportunity 
to sink their seasoned teeth into these 
iconic roles, and the result is ever 5 Thing 
you would hope.

ALTERNATE REALITY 

What does “alternative music” mean in 2019?

A moderately awkward white 
male voice navigates a crowd 
at “some trust fund baby’s 
Brooklyn loft,” flirting ner¬ 
vously with a woman who, 
though she sounds a hell of a lot cooler 
than he does, steadfastly assures her skit¬ 
tish companion she doesn’t belong at the 
trendy party either. 

This is “Broken,” this is Lovelytheband, 
and this is the defining sound of alternative 
music today. The song topped Billboard’s 
Alternative charts for the year, and it also 
came in at No. 1 on the year-end list pub¬ 
lished by Minneapolis’ own alternative 
radio station. Go 96.3. Glistening with 
innocuously unquirky perk, the track might 
have simply been called “pop” in the 20th 
century, before the likes of Britney aged out 
of “teenpop” and commandeered that sim¬ 
pler term for their own mega-commercial 
mutant hybrid of styles. Today, “Broken” is 
alternative, a term so thoroughly associated 
with a specific historical moment that I 
don’t even need to say when—so thoroughly 
that most people over 40 would put its 
current usage in scare quotes. 

But like all radio formats, alternative has 
a history—think of how widely what has 
been marketed as R&B has changed over 
time. What began in late 1988 as the very 


Brit-centered and collegiate Modern Rock 
Chart was soon registering the success of a 
newly popular hard rock variant infiected 
by underground tastes. But over the next 
20 years alternative would take in not just 
Pearl Jam and Green Day and the White 
Stripes but the Primitive Radio Gods and 
Finger Eleven and Saliva. Alternative was 
a stylistically fiuctuating hard-rock format, 
a catchall for whatever commercial guitar 
music had some slightly rebellious cachet 
at the moment. 

Earlier this decade, though, there was, as 
nonpareil music chart analyst Chris Molan- 
phy noticed atthe time, “atonal shift toward 
poppier sounds” in alternative, and that’s 
really where our story begins. The acts 
Lovelytheband brushes sonic shoulders 
with draw from domesticated pop versions 
of already genteel indie: chirpy Foster the 
People synths, folksy Lumineers two-steps, 
booming Edward Sharpe group-sings. And 
curiously, much of it, like the couch potato 
jock jams of Imagine Dragons, wouldn’t 
have existed without hip-hop’s rhythmic 
imperative, even if its sprechgesangis more 
in the lineage of Barenaked Ladies or, hell, 
Robert Preston in The Music Man. 

A “today is the first inspirational meme 
of the rest of your life” vibe runs through 
alternative l 5 n*ics, from Imagine Dragons’ 


“Whatever It Takes” (a title that nicely 
encapsulates their baldly ambitious aes¬ 
thetic) to “Live in the Moment” by Portu¬ 
gal. The Man (best known for taking their 
Marvelettes rip “Feel It Still” to pop radio) 
to Walk the Moon’s “One Foot.” “There’s 
a desert in my blood and a storm in my 
eyes,” Walk the Moon’s singer guy insists, 
but there’s a calm in his voice, and that’s 
today’s alternative for you: men insisting 
they experience a broader range of emo¬ 
tions than their unharrowed voices express. 

Yes, men. The Mitskis and Soccer 
Mommys who currently dominate the 
indie world may look back to the alt-rock 
heyday, but they’d stick out on Go like an 
all-acoustic Hank Williams cover on K102. 
(Billie Ellish, who skulks spookily in the 
shadowy realm Lorde left behind for pop, 
is the rare non-dude who bucks the trend.) 
Sometimes girls want to hear their fears 
and desires expressed in a voice they can 
identify with; sometimes girls want to 
hear boys pretend they’re not all soulless 
monsters by expressing those fears and 
desires instead. Alternative caters to that 
latter want with a voice that’s white, geo¬ 
graphically indiscriminate, and male. (That 
voice, for instance, is all that distinguishes 
Bastille’s “Happier,” with its Marshmello 
production, from the EDM-folk that Zed 
and his ilk play for the pop kids.) 

Contemporary alternative asks very little 
of a listener. I don’t just mean sonically 
or politically (though the current chart 
topper, Mumford & Sons’ “Guiding Light,” 
really is chill-out music for people who 
get anxious listening to Coldplay) but also 
psychologically or sexually: If pop thrives 
on the terror and drama of adolescence, 
alternative holds your hand and reas¬ 
sures you, a pose epitomized by Foster 
the People’s recent hit, “Sit Next to Me,” 
which invites you to do just that so you 
two can “see where things go naturally.” 
It’s a world where pretty, passive dorks 
fioat adorably in your vicinity until one 
magically becomes your bo 5 Triend. 

In this tame context. Panic! at the Disco 
rises up from the past like an insufficiently 
repressed id: Brandon Urie is the grand 
old man of this shit, the only survivor 
of the mid-’OOs, the last era when rock 
was seen as a potent commercial force. 
Note, however, that Panicl’s decadent “Say 
Amen! (Saturday Night)” wasn’t as big an 
alternative hit as their mood-boosting 
“High Hopes,” and that while darksiders 
Muse have stuck around, their heirs are the 
sullen-not-dystopian Twenty One Pilots, 
whose mopery is permitted as a caution-

ary reminder of the misery that awaits if 
you don’t accept alt’s chipper bromides. 

In alternative years, Panic! and Muse 
are Methuselahs. Wizened figures of yore 
like Beck put in an appearance from time 
to time as well, but the only real holdout 
from the Clinton administration is a band 
whose existence is unimaginable without 
“alternative” as a format. I’m talking, of 
course and unfortunately, about Weezer, 
who seem like they’re remaining popular 
just to spite us. Just because you hadn’t 
paid any attention to them for years before 
their “Africa” doesn’t mean they’d gone 
an57where. When AJR, touted as “the next 
Jonas Brothers” just six years ago, wanted 
some alternative cred, they invited Rivers 
Cuomo in for a duet. 

Admit it and accept it Weezer were ahead 
of their time. You could trace Cuomo’s 
classic nerd pose back to untrendy punk 
godfather Jonathan Richman in his earli¬ 
est Modern Lovers phase, an exaggerated 
normality as the mark of a true rebel. But 
Cuomo retained the image without risk¬ 
ing the awkwardness. This is, after all, a 
guy who based his whole career on the 
lie that the world didn’t find Buddy Holly 
and Mary Tyler Moore sexy. 

From Weezer, this current music inher¬ 
ited a belief that you could be “alterna¬ 


tive” and “normal.” What forever sets 
“alternative” apart from other formats 
is the opposition inescapably encoded 
in its name, its need for some version of 
a mainstream to reject. More often than 
not, alternative’s baseline impulse has 
been an aggressive pushback against the 
adult imperative to behave. But over the 
past decade, it’s grown into a refuge for 
teens who hear pop music as too garish 
or childish or sexual or superficial—all of 
which it often is—who identified with the 
message of horde’s “Royals,” who imagine 
their ordinariness as a form of protest 
against excess. 

Today’s alternative is a realm of main¬ 
stream misfits, reinforcing its listeners’ 
beliefs that their insecurities distinguish 
them as honored outcasts, to imagine 
themselves on the outside by pretending 
there’s such a thing as an “inside.” It has 
that much in common with yesterday’s 
alternative; even if the music and clothes 
and language have shifted with the years, 
the alternative ethos that you find your 
identity and your people by bonding over a 
shared belief in your own damaged psyches 
remains. Or as Lovel 5 Theband chirps, “I 
like that you’re broken, broken like me.” 
Their little group has always been, and 
always will until the end. 03

Omissions and 
Emissions 

Can I lie about birth control to make sure 
my partner uses a condom? 


’m a 21-year-old woman, and I have 
an lUD. I’ve had sex with quite a few 
men, and one thing seems to be almost 
constant among 
them: trying to fuck 
without condoms. This has 
always angered me. They 
generally assume or make 
sure I’m on birth control, 
which they immediately 
take to mean condom-free 
sex is welcome. I don’t 
want to have sex without 
condoms without being in 
a committed relationship. 

I know people cheat and 
monogamy doesn’t mean 
STIs won’t happen, but 
it’s a risk I'm comfort¬ 
able with. I’m so annoyed by how often 
men try to get out of using condoms that I 
want to lie and say I’m not on birth control. 
The risk of a baby seems to be the only STI 
most men are concerned with. Is it all right 
for me to lie and say I’m not on any birth 
control and explain why I lied later on if 
things get serious? 

I’M UNDERSTANDABLY DISTRESSED 

Let's get this out of the way first; You're 
right, lUD, sexually transmitted infections 
(STI) do happen to people in monogamous 
relationships. People cheat, people lie, people 
contract, people transmit. A 2015 study 
found that people in consensually nonmo- 
nogamous (CNM) relationships were no 
more likely to contract an STI than people 
in monogamous relationships. 

And you’re right that babies seem to be 
the only STI many men are worried about. 
Australian researchers conducted a large 
study about stealthing—the deeply shitty, 
rape-adjacent practice of surreptitiously 
removing the condom during intercourse— 
and they were shocked to discover how 
common it seems to be. 

‘Thirty-two percent of the women and 
19 percent of the men surveyed reported 
having experienced stealthing,” says sex 
researcher Justin Lehmiller. ‘A majority of 
both groups reported discussing the event 
with their partner afterward, and feeling 
emotionally stressed about it. A majority 
also considered stealthing to be a form 
of sexual assault. These results suggest 


that stealthing is not a rare occurrence 
and we would do well to study it further.” 

The researchers didn’t ask heterosexual 
men about being stealthed 
and, as Lehmiller points 
out, there are some scat¬ 
tered reports out there 
about women poking 
holes in condoms before 
sex or retrievingthem after 
sex. We don’t need a study 
to tease out the motives 
of these women—they 
want to have a child and 
don’t care whether their 
partners do (and that is 
not okay)—but we could 
use a study that asked 
heterosexual men about 
their motives for stealthing. One question 
we should put to these assholes: Are they 
more likely to “go stealth” if they know 
their partner to be on some other form of 
birth control? 

Moving on to your actual question: Can 
you lie? Of course you can. Should you lie? 
In the case of a casual sex partner who 
might not have your best interests at heart, 
i.e., some total rando you want to fuck but 
aren’t sure you can trust, I think you can 
and should lie. This lie doesn’t do him any 
harm; it’s not like you’re telling him you’re 
on birth control when you’re not. And if this 
lie inspires some rando to be more careful 
about keeping the condom on (sometimes 
condoms fall off by accident), then it’s a lie 
that made the sex safer for you and for him. 

And if you get serious about someone 
you initially lied to about having an lUD, 
and he reacts badly when you tell him the 
truth, just say or text: “I could have waited 
to fuck you until I was sure you were a good 
guy. But then you would have missed out on 
all the awesome sex we’ve had up to now. 
Would that have been better? By coming 
clean now. I’m basically sa 3 dngthat I think 
you’re agoodguy that I can trust. I knowthat 
now, but I didn’t always know it because I’m 
not psychic. Now, do you want to raw-dog 
me or do you want to complain?”
